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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

2. Claim 2 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 02(b) as being clearly anticipated by the 
United Kingdom patent ('456). 

3. Claim 3 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by the United 
Kingdom patent ('456). The screw and nut arrangement of the United Kingdom patent 
('456) inherently act as a stopper unit which holds the turning position of the operating 
louver in the fully closed state. Note, this is one of the properties of this type of simple 
machine. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

4. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) which forms the basis for all ob- 
viousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the in- 
vention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

5. Claim 4 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) as being unpatentable over the 
United Kingdom patent ('456) in view of Otto. The United Kingdom patent ('456) dis- 
closes the claimed invention except for the louvers having a bent crank shape. Otto 
teaches that it is known to provide louvers with a bent crank shape as set forth at page 
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1 , lines 1 5-1 7. It would have been obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art at the 
time the invention was made to provide the louvers of the United Kingdom patent with a 
bent crank shape, as taught by Otto in order to a mating sealing surface. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

6. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claim- 
ing the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

7. Claims 4-1 1 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being in- 
definite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. Claim 4 is misdescriptive because only one margin 
of the louvers have the claimed cranked shape. Claim 5 is incomplete since there is no 
directional relationship of any element of the ventilator in which to the holes gradually 
increase. Claim 6 is incomplete because in the last paragraph, it has not been posi- 
tively specified as to what is the "an inner wall". 

Allowable Subject Matter 

8. Claims 4 and 5 would be allowable if rewritten to overcome the rejection(s) under 
35 U.S.C. 1 12, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action and to include all of the limi- 
tations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

9. Claims 6-1 1 would be allowable if rewritten or amended to overcome the rejec- 
tions) under 35 U.S.C. 112, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action. 

Response to Arguments 

1 0. Contrary to applicant's remarks that the United Kingdom patent ("456) does not 
show an operating pin being located at the one margin of the operating louver, applicant 
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has failed to indicate in claim 2 the portion of the louver is "the one margin". Note, the 
United Kingdom patent has pivotally connection 7 on both sides of the louver which 
meets the limitation of claim 2.

1 1 . The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to appli- 
cant's disclosure.
